It is with a tinge of sadness that | prepare this, my 
final report after holding the position as General 
Manager with the South Australian Soccer 
Federation since 1991. 


Sadness? Yes. Regrets? Definitely not. 


During my tenure of fourteen years we have seen 
our sport grow in stature and respect and while 
we have failed to achieve some of the challenges 
placed before us (unification of all bodies) during 
this time lots has been accomplished which will 
have long term benefits for the game. 


Back in 1991, SA Soccer was operated from a 
dingy little office under the old Grandstand, 
where one would trip over the carpet, or, ona 
stormy day, be flooded out. Today we can boast 
Administration offices which are second to none 
in Australian Soccer. 


Speaking of the old Grandstand - and dust bowl 
of the “Old” Hindmarsh — look now. We have a 
world class stadium, all seater for over 15,000 
people. Remember the old “White Elephant” tag? 
Well the Olympic Games and another success 
born from the SASF (Adelaide United) not only 
showed what a great investment Hindmarsh was 
for our State but also exposed its inadequacies 
when we couldn’t get enough people into it!! 
Interesting? 


But what is even more ironic is, that those very 
people that branded Hindmarsh as a white 
elephant, are the very same people that now sing 
its praises and are the first to line up for tickets to 
National and International matches. 


What was a highlight in my 14 years here was 
also the biggest nightmare that | had to endure — 
just listening to people “bag” the project, then 
the unwarranted bad press it received, followed 
closely by the calling of the Auditor General's 
Report (which told us everything that we already 


knew!), and then came the 
sacrificial lamb — the public 
slaughter of the person who 
drove the project. 


Still, here we are today with an ¥ 
International Stadium which > i 
hopefully will continue to attract large crowds for 
National and International matches. | am 
certainly very proud to have had a key role in its 
development and leave it as a legacy to the 
South Australian Soccer Community. 


| have always maintained that without a sound 
and vibrant National League Club then the Game 
and the Federation would go nowhere fast. That 
was the motivating factor behind the Board and 
Staff in September 2003 to pull all stops out to 
ensure that we had a team on the park at 
Hindmarsh. And boy, was that the right decision! 
At last we had a team to follow — the People’s 
Team. While the project would not have got off 
the ground without the funding from the Pickard 
Group, it certainly wouldn’t have happened 
without the dedication, support and 
determination of the SASF and its 24 

member Clubs. 


While the Club will take on a different focus in 
2005 we are assured that it will remain the 
“People’s Team”. The formation of Adelaide 
United in just six weeks, and the success it 
endured in its first season was the highlight of my 
30 year career in Sports Administration. 


Our Premier and State League competitions 
continue to improve in standard as we “lift the 
bar” into a new era. Our Junior Competitions 
have never been stronger. Fourteen years ago 
some Clubs were struggling to field ONE Junior 
Team. Today the very same clubs are actually 
turning players away due to lack of grounds 
and facilities. 
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In 1997 we hosted our first Japanese Training 
Camp and have continued to do so ever since. 
This has allowed the Federation to develop a 
strong affinity with Japanese Football Clubs and 
Associations. It has also provided substantial 
income over the years, both to the Federation 
and the South Australian Economy. 


To the staff of the Federation who have remained 
so loyal over my fourteen years. This was truly a 
team effort. When one looks at the total years of 
service accumulated between all the staff —- you 
will realise just why we are all so close and 
worked together so well as a team. Thanks to Jo, 
Pam, Carlos, Craig F, Alex, Richie, Greg, Martyn 
C, Sean, Matt C, Wendy, Andrea, Dennis, Martin 
H, John G, Katie, Belinda, Chris H, Peter, Michael

SASI 2004 began with the 
youngest squad on record.

On the national scene SASI had three players in 
the first squad for the Under 17 national team. 
Scott Weidenbach, Joel Allwright and Scott 
Hughes were included in a camp held in 
Canberra during April. 


Following this camp and the National 
Championships, Coach Ange Postecoglou named 
a twenty-player squad to tour USA in December. 
Scott Weidenbach and Matthew Mullen were 
selected for the tour, with Joel Allwright named as 
emergency. The selection of Matthew Mullen 
was particularly memorable as he is one year 
younger than the squad average. 


On the local front the team struggled for results 
in the Under 23 league. The players showed 
considerable improvement during the year and 
despite their youth were consistently competitive. 


Matthew Mullen won both the Player of the Year 
and Most Improved, while Danny Hain was voted 
as the Players Player of the Year. 


Pasquale Barbaro was awarded the Charlie Caruso 
medal for the Under 23 Player of the Year, he 
became the fifth SASI player to win the award.

This was a 
pleasing start and gave me the confidence to 
continue. 


Courses continued on a by monthly basis until 
December. A school holiday workshop in 
September and two regional visits proved very 
successful. 


All three major Universities were contacted in an 
attempt to attract soccer loving students looking 
to earn some additional income. 


A large mail out and phone calls to schools and 
clubs advising that a Referee Recruitment & 
Development Officer exists from within the South 
Australian Soccer Federation. 


Advertising for Referees for the 2005 season 
commenced in September through the SASF 
website. Newspaper, Radio & Television (CH31) 
are other sources to be considered in the future. 


As at 1st December 107 students have 
successfully completed the Introductory Course. 
This figure covers regional trips to the Riverland 
and Mt Gambier where 45 attended. A new 
recruits coaching and information evening is 
scheduled for early December in attempt to 
attract new members to the Branches for season 
2005. 


Opportunities for Improvement 


Establish an effective Referees Standing 
Committee (RSC) and a fully focused Referee 
Commissioner who will represent the Referees of 
SA both State and Nationally. 


The RSC will operate as a working group of 
administrators with the aim to improve the 
perception of the referees within the State. 


A State wide Referees data base should be set up 
at Head office under the guidance of the Referees 
Administration Manager. The Data Base will give 
the state an accurate number of active qualified 
referees, consistent development programmes 
and sponsorship deals can be established. 


The thought of a Referees Academy incorporating 
talent identification and acceleration programmes 
just need a kick start to establish. This would 
enable inspiring referees to look at the career 
options. 


With a bright football future ahead in 2005, we 
administrators from all sectors of the game need 
to work closer together and in harmony for 
“The Good of the Game”. 


The year in review — Bill 
Tattersall State referees coach 


Continuing National and 
International Success 


In early 2004 Airlie Keen, Assistant Referee, 
officiated at her sixth Australia Cup. This was 
followed by her appointment to the Asian 
Olympic Women’s Football Qualifiers held in 
Japan. The Australian team of officials was 
honoured and recognised with the appointment 
to an historic semi-final with victory to Japan 
over the favoured DPR Korea (North Korea) in 
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front of the biggest crowd ever seen in Japan for 
women’s soccer - over 30,000. This was played at 
Japan’s National Stadium in Tokyo. Airlie was 
then appointed to the final of the tournament 
held at The Big Arch Stadium, Hiroshima, where 
both teams - Japan and China - qualified for the 
Olympic Games. She was honoured to work with 
the top female referee in AFC, IM Eun Ju from 
Korea Republic. 


Airlie’s year climaxed with her appointment to 
the Athens Olympics as an AR in the Women’s 
Football tournament. She and her Australian 
colleagues Krys Szokolai [Ref] and Jacque LeLeu 
[AR] impressed the FIFA inspectors in their first 
game, Germany V Mexico and-then capped off 
their duties by officiating at an Olympic semi final 
between two powerhouses of women’s soccer: 
USA and Germany. The USA went on to win the 
tournament. 


Matthew Cream, Assistant Referee, was part of a 
three person Australian team to officiate at the 
FIFA Under 20 World Cup held in the United Arab 
Emirates in November 2003. The team’s high 
level performance was rewarded by their 
appointment to the 3” versus 4" playoff 
[Colombia v Argentina] in front of 55,000 fans. 
He worked with referee Matthew Breeze and 
assistant referee Nathan Gibson, both from NSW. 
After a two day seminar the compulsory fitness 
tests were completed and they received their first 
appointment: Saudi Arabia v Ireland in Al-Ain. 
They travelled to Dubai for the Japan v Colombia 
game, followed a few days later by the USA v 
Korea game.

Their third game 
was played in Aichi’s Toyota Stadium where the

The anticipated Referee Standing 
( ommittees [National and State] seem as far off as 
vver, ASA clearly giving top priority to Australia’s 
(ualification for the 2006 FIFA World Cup. 


lcferees have been denied a National Coach for 
\liree years, relying on voluntary part time 
coaches. 


\!1e expected 2004 Annual Meeting of the 
iiational Referee Commission [NRC] did not 
«ventuate, though the group elected in March 
‘003 has been able to continue to advise the ASA. 
(he National Coaching Panel [NCP — comprising 
ijational, state and regional coaches] met in 
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September/October 2004 and continues to 
provide direction for match officials in Australia. 
Approval was given to the revised or new referee 
and inspector education courses prepared during 
2003/4 by a working party comprising Alan 
Kibbler [Queensland State Referee Coach], Barry 
Such [Acting National Referee Coach] and me. 


At the State level the informal, but potentially 
valuable, State Referee Commission went into 
‘recess’, leaving match officials and their 
Associations without a representative group. 
These associations now operate almost in 
isolation from each other, with the exception of 
the materials and coaching made available to 
them by the State Coach. 


The Referee Recruitment and Development 


~ Officer [RR & DO] position remained unfilled until 


mid May 2004 when Steve Gregan was 
appointed to the position. 


Match Official Qualifications 


The ASA referee and referee inspector courses are 
the only recognised and accredited match official 
courses in Australia. The ASA Introductory Course 
is taught under the authority of the State Coach. 
In SA the RR & DO plays a major role in 
identifying candidates and teaching this course. 
You are encouraged to contact Steve Gregan at 
the SASF for course details and support with 
referee recruitment. 


The qualification levels and associated game 
standards for referees are: 


e Level 5: Junior 
e Level 4: Junior to adolescent 
e Level 3: Junior to lower level adult 


e Level 2: Junior to equivalent of 
senior State League 


e Level 1: Junior to equivalent of 
State Premier League 


Appointment to FIFA and/or NSL panels is 
beyond the scope of the ASA qualifications and is 
current for only one season, but may be 
renewed. 
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Referee Inspector classifications are: 


e Level 3: Basic [coaching/monitoring — 
no written reports required] 


e Level 2: Advanced 
[formal reporting - junior to adult games] 


e Level 3: Senior 
[formal reporting - junior to elite games] 


South Australian Issues 


Coaching invitations were accepted from the 
Adelaide Hills Junior Soccer Association referees, 
Elizabeth ‘and District Referees, and SRA 
Noarlunga Referees during the year. 


The JPL Referees’ group continues to grow. 
Membership has now reached 27 and continues 
to be encouraged and coached by Petros 
Katsiokalis. 


Both the SASF and the SAWSA provided very well 
attended forums at the beginning of the year to 
discuss law changes and interpretations. This was 
a welcome initiative and hopefully will continue. 


A revival of a referees’ group in the South East of 
SA is also welcomed. The RR & DO and the State 
Coach are making arrangements to visit the area 
at the end of 2004. 


Federation Branch 


Membership remained relatively low throughout 
2004 making it impossible to fulfil all 
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appointments for the SASF, SAWSA and Collegiate 
leagues. 


The position improved in the latter part of the 
season but it was still not possible to provide 
three officials for all Under 19 and 23 SASF 
fixtures. Welcome assistance was again received 
from members of SRA Noarlunga and Adelaide 
Hills in particular, for which we are grateful. 


The new National Grading Schedule referee 
promotion courses have been trialled in SA this 
year. Strong progress is being made by Marco 
Fischetto [seeking promotion to Level 1], and by 
Level 2 candidates Peter Chapman, Dashiel 
Lawrence, Mark Michael and Dean Paulauskas. 


Match Official Development 


My previous report highlighted the critical need 
for more female and male match officials able to 
work at all levels of football. Whilst reviewing the 
referee courses at its recent meetings the NCP also 
highlighted the potential shortage by 2010 of 
officials able to work at FIFA and NSL level, as well 
as at lower levels. This is not a problem solely for 
the referees to address: the code as a whole, all of 
its major stakeholders, must recognise the crisis 
we face and initiate well funded and resourced 
development programs. A long term approach is 
necessary to preserve the strength and reputation 
of our game. Failure to do so will have massive 
negative impact on the game.
